For the first tiaa ia the history 
of EngliFh music women hare been 
heard ui iirst-class orchestra. Dr. 
Kthd Snyth, the flrst woman to 
have an op«>ra produced in England, 
ia the pioneer of thu project, and 
iatrodaoed a wooiaa farart aad per> 
CTissioniat, as well as s woman at the 
drum, into the orchestra, which in- 
terpreted her varied aad msfniO- 
oent barmoniss at a rsoent matinee 
at a LondoD theater. Hitherto a 
woman harpist is the only feminine 
flgare whidi has appeared ia flrst- 
dass orchestra, the iMrp being whet 
Dr. Smyth describes aa "an eminent- 
ly ladylike instnuaaai" She daima 
that wamea can look very pretty 
playing wind instmmenta, and tha^ 
ttair femininity need not have any 
effect on the volume of sound they 
prodooe. The amount of noise is 
act a reault nscessarily of physique, 
bat ratb^ of intensity of feeling; 
thia is Dr. Smjrth'a contention and in 
iatoarfty it cannot be aaid the 
women are lacking.

extremely difficult and very modern,
